The flre 
occurred at the residence of Henry Nie- 
man, a Qerman who is employed as a 
vvlremaker at the Freeman wire and 
iron-works. The residence, which was 
on Gross avenue near Thirteenth street, 
was completely destroyed, and the chil- 
dren, two little boys, Max and Freddie 
who were the only occupants at the 
times were burned with it. 


According to the statements of the 


parents, it appears that the elder boy, 
Max, had a penchant for playing with 
fire, and it is supposed that he took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity afforded by 
his parents' absence to indulge in his 
dangerous pastime with fatal results to 
himself and his brother as well. 


Max and Freddie were aged 4 and 6 


years respectively, being the youngest 
of Mr. and Mrs. Nleman's four children.

It is supposed that she drank undiluted 
carbolic acid, a spoonful of which was 
f ound in a glass at the side of the bed. Dr.

blistered by the acid, nor could he de- 
tect any smell of carbolic acid about 
.her. No other traces of drugs or poi- 
sons of any kind were found. Mr. An- 
.derson, the father, was at onre sum- 
,moned from St. Louis. Both parents 
were of course greatly shocked and 
prostrated, and would not discuss the 
awful affair more than was absolutely 
necessary.

The 
young lady's eyes then filled with 
tears, and she asked Druggist Douglas 
if he could sell it to her legally against 
her stepmother's instructions.

A tall, slender man, with a moustache 


and a goatee, and a pair ot penetrating 
eyep looking through a pair ot gold- 
rimmed spectacles, walked into the state 
house at Springfield yeaterday, and after 
looking upon the battle flags in memorial 
hall, the stuffed bears in the zoological 
museum, and the big wax squashes in Ool* 
Garrard'a agricultural show, found bia 
way into the governor's office. 
Nobody 


recognized the tall, slender man a* the 
man who made the state of Kansas 
famous in the United State* senate for 
eighteen years until Col. Beeves found 
him looking at the pictures on the wall 
in the governor's reception room. 


Col. Beeves thought he looked familiar, 


and walking up to him inquired: 


"Thia is Senator Ingall* of Kansas, ia 
it not?" 


"My name is Inealle," replied the tall, 


elecder man, but I am not at present a 
senator from Kansas." 


Mr. log-alls then went in and chatted 


with Gov. Fifer for an hour, and th»n, 
upon the letter's invitation, went over to 
the executive mansion and took luncheon 
with the governor. In the afternoon he 
accompanied the governor to the Lincoln 
monument and the Lincoln home. 


Ex-Senator Ingalls lectured at Jack- 


sonville last night, and be came over to 
Springfield this morning tor the express 
express purpose of paying a visit to the 
ti mb of Lincoln. He remained in the 
city until 10 o'clock to-night, when he 
left for Kansas City. 


Mr. Ingalls waa found at bis room this 


afternoon. He would be readily recog 
mz"d from his published pictures. Any. 
body who saw and heard Senator Fetter 
when he was here at last Summer's Alli- 
ance gathering, and who saw John J. 
Ingalla to-day and heard him talk for 
five minutes, will appreciate the humilia- 
tion whioh the state Kansas must feel 
over the defeat ot Mr. Ingalls by the 
champion of cheap money and long 
whiskers. 


Mr Ingalls was asked if he had any. 


thing to say about politics in his state. 


"There is little to be aaid at this time,' 


said he. "It is yet too early to say much 
that is not mere speculation. There ia 
jnst now a good deal of talk of a coali 
lion of tha Democrats and the Alliance— 
or the People's party, aa they now choose 
to call themselves—by which the Alli- 
ance is to get the legislature and the 
democrats the governor. 
Whether it 


will be consummated remains to be seen. 
It seems to me tbtit the prospects of Re- 
publican success io Kansas this year are 
Kood. The year 1890 was an off year—a 
disastrous year. It waa a year in which 
the people of Kansas took occasion to 
pny off a good many old scores. There 
fins been a general change of public san- 
timent in Kansas within the past two 
years, and in my opinion the Republicans 
will achieve a splendid victory there this 
year. 


"What do you think of t>d strength ot 


the Farmers' Alliance in jT'insRS as com 
pared with the last campaign?" 


"That is a matter of conjecture. The 


alliance is stronger in Kansas, of o urse, 
:han a iywhere else in the oountrv ou no- 
count of their victory there in 1890; but 
as to its strength one man's opinion is as 
good us another's. Evidently the alliance 
is on the wane." 


'There eeems to be some talk, senator 


of sending you back to Washington aa 
coneresruan.at-large; how about it?" 


"Yes, that is true; but it ia mere talk. 


3o far as I am concerned, my retirement 
[rora public life is final. I have been 
talked of for congressman-at-large, for 
delegate to the national convention and 
for other places of honor, but I have 
peremptorily declined them all. 
My 


interest in politics, however, is unabated 
and I expect to do my shore in the en- 
suing campaign m winning a victory for 
the Republican 
party."—Springfield

The mortality from measles exceeds 


anything that can thus far be directly 
attributed to influenza. It appears that 
over 13,000 deaths from measles occur 
annually in England and Wales, and the 
rato of mortality has greatly increased 
during the last decade. Why do we 
take no account of it? Because, I sup- 
pose, measles ia most fatal to infants, 
whereas influenza chiefly carries off the 
aged. We all of us expect to grow old, 
but we can none of us hope to be young 
again. Yet the life of a healthy infant 
is of more value than that of a sexage- 
narian who has not strength to combat 
the influenza microbe.—London Truth.
